A Cabinet meeting will be held in the 
Union the beginning of next week, to de- 
cide on measurcse which will be brought 
in at the coming session. Other matter: 
of importance to the Constitutional party 
will also be discussed. 

In respect to the rumors concerning 
the new Communist Party, the Premier 
declared that his government would not 
interfere unless the new party attempted 
to overthrow constituted authority by 
violence. 

The meeting of the Mock Parliament 
next Wednesday, the thirteenth of De- 
cember, in the ball room of the Union 
promises to be a very interesting session, 
and students are assured of a most in- 
structive time along Parliamentary lines.

All three mai< 
were in u?r for ihr whole period, one 
being devoted to the use of those prac- 
tising for eliminations, and the. otbei 
two to those in the actual elimination 
bouts. 

The first, bout between Dclortmier and 
Brown, of Science, in the 125-lb. class 
proved to be the closest and ill its over- 
time stages the fastest of the evening. 
The two Science competitors w'crc more 
evenly matched than any other couple- 
and when time was called at the end of a 
nine-minute period without a fall, or any

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i THE ELECTIONS 

Votes are being cast today for the election of the Faculty Rep- 
resentatives on the Students' Council. It is hoped that not only the 
best men will be successful, but that the election will witness the 
largest ballot cast in the history of McGill. The student body saw 
»nd heard the various candidates at the open meeting of the Council 
on Wednesday afternoon. Those who did not previously know the 
men were g IV en an opportunity to judge them, which should guide 
students in their choice. 

Questions of great importance were thoroughly discussed at 
Wednesday's meeting, and the majority who attended left the Union 
realising more fully how numerous and weighty are the problems 
constantly before the Council. Two representatives from each fac- 
ulty, save that of Law, whose nominee was elected by acclamation 
are running today. The many excellent qualities of all candidates 
should make the light intensely interesting. In the past, students 
have not fully appreciated the importance of elections, a compara- 
tively small number of men usually turning out. Indifference is one 
of the most crying faults in the world today. College indifference 
is disastrous to the well-being and continued progress of the uni- 
versity. It is the duty of each and every student to make it a special 
point of casting his vote. The elections arc taking place in the 
buildings of the faculties from nine o'clock in the morning until six 
this evening. Let no one fail in his duty to cast a vote. 



EDITORIAL COMMENT 

Rare would be the paper, indeed, that contained no editorial 
column. Each journal devotes certain space in its "make-up" to 
comment upon topics of concern to its readers ; in the professional 
press, in many instances this exposition of sentiments cannot be 
taken as truly representative of those of its subscribers. They arc 
hutch more apt to represent the stand taken by the management of 
the organization of which the editor is symbolical. They arc in- 
clined to verge towards propaganda devoted to the interests with 
which the journal is most keenly associated. In a college publica- 
tion, however, such as the McGill Daily, the viewpoints brought 
■ forth in the Editorial Column, while certainly expressive of the offi- 
cial judgments of the Students' Council, or that body responsible 
for its publication— if they fail in that it is the duty of the Editor 
to resign— at the same time purport to be, insofar as possible; a con- 
sensus of the 'beliefs of the undergraduates of whom it is the ac- 
cepted voice. , 

Absolute accomplishment of this latter is, of course, not always 
attainable, the diversities and antagonisms of student convictions 
being difficult of adequate centralization. Granting the representa- 
tive character of the views put forth in a student Editorial Column, 
infallibility of argument or of the decisions reached is not claimed; 
both are open to exception, remembering that such sets forth the 
official student version. All that is sought after is a sane and defi- 
nite expression of policy: if an editorial column succeeds in estab- 
lishing that it may be deemed to have achieved its endeavour. 



AMERICA ELECTS 
RHODESJCHOLARS 

32 Arc Chosen From 344 
Candidates 



The results of the annual election of 
American Rhodes scholars to the Univer- 
sity of Oxford, were announced by 
Frank Aydclottc, president of Swath- 
more College, American secretary to 
the Rhodes trustees. 

Thirty-two Rhodes scholars are "ap- 
pointed from the United States each 
year. A scholarship is tenable for three 
years and carries with it a stipend of 
£350 a year. The selection is made on 
the three-fold basis of character and per- 
sonality, scholastic ability, and physical 
vigor, whether shown by participation in 
outdoor sports or in other ways. 

For the 32 appointments made there 
were 344 candidates. Those elected, 
subject to the ratification of the Rhodes 
trustees, with the institutions from which 
they are accredited and their present ad- 
dresses follow:

McGill Daily: 
Sir,— With reference to the letter of 
Mr. C. J. Tidmarsh, which appeared in 
the Daily on December 5th last, I would 
like to make the following observations. 

The article purporting to be an inter- 
view with the Principal of Queen's Uni- 
versity, appeared in the Toronto Star 
and the Toronto Telegram. A few days 
after its appearance, Mr. Philpott and 
others called my attention to it, and 
showed me a clipping 'from one of - the 
above-mentioned papers. 1 told them 
that I did not believe Prnicipal Taylor 
ever made such a sttaement, and I asked 
them to procure for me two copies of 
the issue in which the interview appear- 
ed. Immediately upon receipt of these 
coiiics I wrote to Principal Taylor aim 
called his attention to them. He replied 
at once repudiating ever having made the 
statement reflecting on Mr. Philpott and 
on McGill, and in a conversation over the 
telephone immediately following the re- 
ceipt of his letter, lie further informed 
me that the correspondent in Kingston 
of the Toronto Telegram and of the To- 
ronto Star was to blame. This corres- 
pondent wrote to me and acknowledged 
responsibility. I then wrote to Princi- 
cap Taylor and to the correspondent, 
saying that I considered it their duty to 
see to it that the Toronto Telegram and 
the Toronto Star published a statement 
that the alleged interview with Principal 
Taylor was incorrect, and that it did an 
Injustice to Mr. Philpott and to McGill 
University. 

On November 16th last, the following 
article appeared in the Toronto Tele- 
gram :— 

PHILPOTT CASE CLEARED. 



ment had been added to the Taylor in- 
terview, and had been credited to him 
tlic cpiotation marks extending too far in 
the report. The statement has been ac- 
cepted of Principal Taylor's declaration 
of innocence of reflecting on any play- 
ers. On the other hand, Sir Arthur 
Currie's intimation that all of McGill's 
players arc bona fide students has cleared 
the air, just as Principal Taylor' inti- 
mation lias that Queen's players arc 
without taint. These declarations accept- 
ed unhesitatingly have restored friendly 
relations again in a heretofore disturbed 
atmosphère." 

On the same date a similar article ap- 
peared as a special despatch to the To- 
ronto Star from Kingston. The body 
of the Star article is exactly the same as 
that in the Telegram, but the heading is 
as follows: 

"EXCHANGE OF LETTERS 
CLEARS SITUATION. 
Principal Taylor Repudiated Statement 
Regarding a McGill Player." 
It seems to me that the objectionable 
article has been effectively dealt with. 
That Mr. Philpott was so quickly in- 
formed of that article and yet was not 
informed of its retraction is not un- 
natural. Bad news travels so much 
faster than good news.

To-night, at 8.15 p.m., in the Assem- 
ly Room of Strathcona Hall, McGill stu- 
dents will be given an opportunity of in- 
creasing their knowledge about the Fas- 
cist!', their methods, government and fu- 
ture policy- This meeting ought to prove

CONCERN OF 
COMMUNITY 
IN INDUSTRY 



(Concluded. ) 

"The social view, moreover, imposes 
,on all members of the community some 
responsibility for industrial achievement. 
We can no longer evade the obligation of 
•very citizen both in relation to the load 
of productive work which he imposes on 
Others and in relation to the service 
which he renders as a substitute for ac- 
tive participation in the industrial pro- 
cess. \Vc must consider who should be 
excused from work— the* titan who has 
made his fortune, the girl who lives at 
home, the man who has inherited a for- 
tune, or the. members of the learned pro- 
fessions? Should occupations he valued 
according to their value to society or ac- 
cording to the private economic advan- 
tage which they assure to us? We must 
consider in this connection the obliga- 
tions which rc-t upon a leisured class and 
on those: who have had a college train- 
ing. What différence is there between 
the coal miner who goes on strike, de- 
spite the suffering imposed on other peo- 
ple, and those who accept their coal sup- 
ply without a thought about the condi- 
tions under which it is produced? What 
contribution does the mother or home- 
maker maker to the industrial life? In 
what way should remuneration come to 
her— as a dole from a kindly husband or 
as earned income? 

"If we assent 1o the doctrine that in- 
dustry should be run for the community, 
we must next ask how the community 
may assert its supreme interest and how 
its obligation may be discharged. YVr 
must ask whether state ownership, state 
control or state regulation of the means 
of production ensures the constant supply 
of the needed commodities. Would the 
itate or the local municipality be the oet- 
ter organ for such tasks? Since industry 
is one of the most important clement.; in 
the social 'structure,' would its work be 
more harmoniously related to society if 
parliamentary representation were based 
in part or wholly on occupational groups? 
We shoujd consider the extent to which 
British parliamentary growth was based 
on class representation, and note the 
prediction of the' Tories that the aboli- 
tion of the old system by the Reform 
Act of 1832 would involve the dominance 
of parliament by one class, namely, the 
business man. Sho.uld be look back- 
• ■»•" for a cure of the present distrust 
* .arliaments or should we look for 
tome new organization ' of ' authority 
which might be to industry what the law 
and medical . societies are- in the control 
pi their respective services to socie.y? 
"The dependence of all communities 
material basis of lite erîitii an 

) 
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imperative demand for access to raw 
materials and for adequate markets in 
which to sell the surplus of one com- 
modity in exchange for another which 
cannot be produced at home. This car- 
ries industrial activity into the sphere of 
international relations. Dare any na- 
tional government responsible for the fu- 
ture of its people be remiss in securing 
to them proper supplies of essential com- 
modities such as oil? If oil be necessary 
to the welfare of all peoples, what is the 
duty of governments which control ac- 
cess to oil deposits? Should they be ac- 
cused of sordiducss if they seek to en- 
sure supplies to their own future popu- 
lation? What obligation devolves on 
other governments which have no such 
access, and how shall they provide for 
their future population? If raw ma- 
terials arc to be regarded as wealth heid 
by national governments in trust for bu- 
inanity, what sIiq'I wc as Canadian? do 
with our approximate monopoly of the 
world's supply of nickel? Is there any 
means by which national security may be 
obtained without adopting a policy of ex- 
clusion towards other peoples? Can any 
nation maintain a high standard of liv- 
ing for its manual workers apart fro 
the co-operative action of r.thrr nations? 

"The broadening of bur conception of 
industry and of our rcs'.io isil»iii y Jcr 
industry places un .those who have u- 
ceived the educational boons of college 
life, some special obligation with regard 
to the formation and organization of pub- 
lic opinion. It has been shown conclu- 
sively that the recent steel strike in the 
United Slates was brought to collapse by 
a public opinion formed by a press cam- 
paign now known to have been menda- 
cious and fraudulent. How can under- 
graduates and graduates aid the. press in 
its task of informing the people? How 
can they aid the churches in organizing a 
Christian attitude to industry and indus- 
trial disputes? In view of the tremen- 
dous increase in man'', control over phy- 
sical forces, wc should consider what 
steps should be taken to secure a pro- 
portionate development of the sense of 
responsibility in return for the use of 
the power to control? Arc changes re- 
quired in the training of lawyers and 
juices if the law of property in relation 
to industrial organization is to be inter- 
preted in accordance with realities and 
not merely with fictitious interests? What 
responsibility will rest upon medical tnew 
to prevent such speeding up of produc- 
tion as will ultimately menace the vital- 
ilj and nervous ability of the race? What 
changes arc required in our elementary 
school curriculum if industry is to be 
presented from the first as a means of 
social service rather than a game of 
passing on the loss and gaining the pro- 
fit?

Prof. Roberts to Give Talk 
on "Bearing Lubrication" 



The Mechanical Club litis been quite 
active this session, several interesting 
trips having been held, but no evening 
meetings so far.

Prof, A. R. Roberts will give a talk 

This subject is one about which many 
on "Bearing Lubricaton." 
people say a great deal but know very 
little; here' is a chance to hear Prof. 
Roberts, who is recognized by those who 
know as one of the foremost authorities 
on lubrication on this continent. This 
important field of investigation seems to 
have been neglected, and to-day if is im- 
possible to obtain accurate data to guide 
engineers in the design of bearings, and 
in the choice of lubricants. After five 
years of arduous research, Prof. Roberts 
has perfected a machine for this study. 
It is quite unique, and from it valuable 
information is being obtained at pres- 
ent. 

Prof. Roberts will explain this ma- 
chine and give some interesting and 
valuable information about lubrication in 
general and of the automobile engine in 
particular. 

The Club extends an invitation to non- 
members outstidc the faculty to hear 
about this important piece of research 
work which is going on in the Engineer- 
ing Building,, juit as in the days of Col- 
lander and Nicrjolson.
